SUBJECT: 31ST UNGA: ITEM 25: OMNIBUS DECLONIZATION AND 

DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION ON DECLONOIZATION RESOLUTIONS 

1 . THEREFOLLOW IN PARAS 5 AND 6 THE TEXTS OF THE OMNIBUS 
DECLONIZATION AND DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION ON DE- 
COLONIZATION WORKING PAPERS. WE UNDERSTAND THAT THESE 
WORKING PAPERS ARE IN THEIR FINAL FORM, THAT THEY WILL 
PROBABLY BE INTRODUCED ON FRIDAY, DECEMBER 10 AND THAT THEY 
WILL COME TO A VOTE IN PLENARY EARLY NEXT WEEK. 

2. USUN RECOMMENDS THAT WE BE INSTRUCTED TO VOTE AGAINST 
THE OMNIBUS DECLONIZATION RESOLUTION FOR THE FOLLOWING 
REASONS, AMONG OTHERS: 

- OPERATIVE PARA 5 APPROVES THE REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE OF 24 WHICH CONTAINS SECTIONS ON PUERTO RICO 
AND THE TRUST TERRITORY OF THE PACIFIC ISLANDS AS WELL 
AS LANGUAGE ON GUAM, FOREIGN ECONOMIC INTERESTS AND 
MILITARY ACTIVITIES TO WHICH WE OBJECT. 

- THE LANGUAGE OF PREAMBULAR PARA 9 DEEPLY 
DEPLORES THE ATTITUDE OF THOSE STATES WHICH FAIL 
TO RECEIVE VISITING MISSIONS. 

- OPERATIVE PARAS 3 AND 4 COULD BE TAKEN TO 
AFFIRM TO RIGHT OF ARMED STRUGGLE. 
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NUCLEAR, AS WELL AS (CONVENTIONAL) MILITARY COLLABORATION 
WITH SOUTH AFRICA. 

- OPERATIVE PARA 10 CALLS FOR THE WITHDRAWAL 
OF ALL MILITARY BASES FROM COLONIAL TERRITORIES. 

3. USUN DOES NOT RPT NOT BELIEVE THAT LOBBYING 
AGAINST THE RESOLUTION WILL HINDER ITS ADOPTION 

BY AN OVERWHELMING MAJORITY AND RECOMMENDS THAT NO 
LOBBYING BE UNDERTAKEN OTHER THAN A LOW-KEY EFFORT 
WITH OUR ALLIES HERE IN NEW YORK. (THE DEPARTMENT 
WILL REMEMBER THAT A SIMILAR RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED 
LAST YEAR BY A VOTE OF 108-3(US)-15 DESPITE VIGOROUS US 
LOBBYING IN CAPITALS AND NEW YORK.) USUN FURTHER 
RECOMMENDS THAT WE MAKE A SUCCINCT EXPLANATION OF OUR VOTE. 

4. USUN RECOMMENDS THAT WE BE INSTRUCTED TO ABSTAIN 
ON THE DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION RESOLUTION WITH 
A BRIEF EXPLANATION OF VOTE ALONG THE FOLLOWING 
LINES: WHILE WE SUPPORT DISSEMINATION OF INFOR- 
MATION, PARTICULARLY IN THE NON-SELF-GOVERNING 
TERRITORIES, WE HAVE RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE COMMITTEE 
OF 24 CHAPTERS ON MILITARY ACTIVITIES AND FOREIGN 
ECONOMIC INTERESTS, WHICH WE HAVE ADDRESSED IN 
DETAIL ELSEWHERE, FOR WHICH DISSEMINATION IS 

CALLED FOR. WE SEE NO UTILITY OF REPEATING LAST 
YEAR'S LOBBYING EFFORT WHICH RESULTED IN A VOTE OF 
1 17-2(US)-6 OR IN AN ISOLATED US VOTE AGAINST THIS 
RESOLUTION. REQUEST INSTRUCTIONS. END CONFIDENTIAL.

CONCRETE MEASURES THROUGH ALL THE MEDIA AT HIS DISPOSAL, 
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INCLUDING PUBLICATION, RADIO AND TELEVISION, TO GIVE WIDES- 
PREAD AND CONTINUOUS PUBLICITY TO THE WORK OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS IN THE FIELD OF DECOLONIZATION AND, INTER ALIA: 

(A) TO CONTINUE, IN CONSULTATION WITH THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE, TO 
COLLECT, PREPARE AND DISSEMINATE BASIC MATERIAL, STUDIES AND 
ARTICLES RELATING TO THE PROBLEMS OF DECOLONIZATION THROUGH THE 
OFFICE OF PUBLIC INFORMATION OF THE SECRETARIAT AND THE UNIT ON 
INFORMATION RELATING TO DECOLONIZATION ESTABLISHED IN PURSUANCE OF 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY, RESOLUTION 3164 (XXVIII) OF 14 DECEMBER 1973 AND, 

IN PARTICULAR, TO CONTINUE TO PUBLISH THE PERIODICAL OBJECTIVE: 

JUSTICE AND OTHER PUBLICATIONS, SPECIAL ARTICLES AND STUDIES OF THE 
OFFICE OF PUBLIC INFORMATION AND TO SELECT FROM AMONG THEM 
APPROPRIATE MATERIAL FOR WIDER DISSEMINATION BY MEANS OF REPRINTS 
IN VARIOUS LANGUAGES;

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(B) TO SEEK THE FULL CO-OPERATION OF THE ADMINISTERING POWERS 
CONCERNED IN THE DISCHARGE OF THE TASKS REFERRED TO ABOVE; 

(C) TO INTENSIFY THE ACTIVITIES OF ALL INFORMATION CENTRES, 
PARTICULARLY THOSE LOCATED IN WESTERN EUROPE; 

(D) TO MAINTAIN A CLOSE WORKING RELATIONSHIP WITH THE 
ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY BY HOLDING PERIODIC 
CONSULTATIONS AND BY SYSTEMATICALLY EXCHANGING RELEVANT 
INFORMATION WITH THAT ORGANIZATION: 

(E) TO ENLIST THE SUPPORT OF NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS 
HAVING A SPECIAL INTEREST IN THE FIELD OF DECOLONIZATION IN 
THE DISSEMINATION OF THE RELEVANT INFORMATION; 

(F) TO REPORT TO THE SPEICAL COMMITTEE ON THE 

MEASURES TAKEN IN THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PRESENT RESOLUTION; 

5. INVITES ALL STATES, THE SPECIALIZED AGENIES AND OTHER 
ORGANIZATIONS WITHIN THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM AND NON- 
GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS HAVING A SPECIAL INTEREST IN THE 
FIELD OF DECOLONIZATION TO UNDERTAKE OR INTENSIFY, IN 
CO-OPERATION WITH THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND WITHIN THEIR RESPECTIVE 
SPHERES OF COMPETENCE, THE LARGE-SCALE DISSEMINATION OF THE 
INFORMATION REFERRED TO IN PARAGRAPH 2 ABOVE;
